Probably Preliminary 


British Continue To Dig Into Territo: 
able Gains By Thrusts South and 

Prisoners and Guns Taken—Italians Capturé Important Positions 
—Hold Greater Part of Mont Ortiga. 


To Advance Of French And Be!

While the cannon are roaring along 
the greater portion of the front in 
Belgium from the region of the 
North Sea to the French border, prob- 
ably preliminary to infantry attacks 
by the French and Belgians, the Brit- 
ish troops in the Messines region are 
giving the Germans no rest. 

Not satisfied with the capture of 
the famous Messines ridge last week, 
Field Marshal Haig's men continue 
here and there to dig farther and far- 
ther into the territory held by the 
Germans. Sunday night and Monday 
again witnessed thrusts south and 
southeast of Messines, in both of 
Which appreciable gains were made 
»specially in the nelghborhood of La 
Poterie farm, 

Prisoners and Guns 

Barly Monday morning in this re- 
gion a trench system over a front of 
about a mile was captured and later 
in the day the gain was; considerably 
enlarged, bringing the British front to 
within a short distance of Warneton 
the capture of which would give them 
domination of the road leading east- 
ward about three miles to the  im- 
portant town of Comines. The day's 
operations added to the number of 
prisoners taken by the British and 
also gave them seyen more German 
field guns, 

Comparative quiet reigns at the 
front held by the French, except for 
artillery duels on various sectors, es- 
pecially in the region of Mont Car- 
nille. 

Italian Successes 


What probably may be another in- 
tensive attack by the ITtallans has 
started in the region south of Trent. 
where King Victor Emmanuel’s men 
‘ave captured several important posi- 
‘ions, notably the greater portion of 
Mont Ortiga, which rises to a height 
f 6,924 feet, and the Angello Pass,

British Tako Trenches 

LONDON, June 11.—The official 
report from British headquarters to- 
light states:

Ten Men Discovered 
2200 Foot Level Speculator 
Mine.

BUTTE, June 11.—Ten miners were 
alive today on the 2,200 foot level of 
the Speculator men. Helmet men got 
into communication with them. These 
men, using sacks and mine water, had 
penned themselves tn so thoroughly 
that tools had to be brought to break 
through their living tomb. 

Seventy-two men remained unac- 
counted for. 

Manus Duggan, the 20-year-old nip- 
per, or tool-boy, is the hero of Butte 
today, Through his efforts the lives 
of 25 men were saved, they having 
been taken from the mine yesterday. 
Duggan, it is feared, is dead, as no 
trace has yet been found of him, 

The men when rescued told a dra- 
matic tale of how the young tool-boy, 
when the disaster occurred, brought 
together all the men he could find on 
the 2400 level and made them rush 
work on make-shift bulkheads of dirt 
and the men's clothes, shutting off the 
gases for hours, and then leading them 
in a rush for the open shaft when gas 
finally made their temporary place of 
safety no longer habmable, During 
the rush, the men lost sight of Dug- 
gan and it is felt to be armost certain 
that the bey has perished,

OTTAWA DID NOT 
KNOW OF BYNG 
RETIREMENT 


Assumption Former Canadian 
Army Chief Is Being Promoted 


To Higher Command. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

MONTREAL, June 11,—-Apparent- 
lysthe Canadian Overseas correspond- 
ent’s despatches published this morn 
ing, quoting Sir Julian Byng'’s fare 
well message to the Canadian army in 
France, was tho first intimation reach- 
ing Canada from any source that Sir 
Jullan was to retire from the com- 
mand of the corps. According to Ot- 
tawa dispatches recelved today the 
militia department had no advices in 
the matter and it was surprised that 
he is going to a higher command, 

A Canadian Press dispatch from the 
capital added: 
“It is considered probable that he 
nay be succeeded by a Canadian- 
General Currie or General Turner.’ 

Sir Robert Borden at the request 
of Sir Edward Kemp, minister of mil- 
itia, is cabling the war oflice for a 
statement in regard to the matter, said 
an Ottawa dispatch to the Montreal 
Herald. 

This correspondent added; “The as- 
sumption here is that Sir Jullan Byng 
{s being given promotion os a conse- 
quence of the success of the forces un- 
der his command in the battle of Vimy 
Ridge. He is probably being given 
command of a division, His removal 
from the command of the Canadian 
troops will, it is belleved, cause con- 
siderable regret, as he was very, pop- 
ular with the ‘Byng boys’ and his ab- 
ility was manifestly recognized.” 


ROWELL AND HEARST 
APPEAR TOGETHER 
AT SECOND MEETING 


Both Parties Pass Resolution For 
Conscription Of Men And 
Material.

TORONTO, June 11,—A_ pro-von- 
scription meeting was held tonight in 
Massey hall, the second within 48 
hours, The Liberals and Conserva- 
tives alike passed a resolution for the 
“Conscription of the man power, the 
material power, and the moral power’ 
of the country.

Explanation of 
Act Is Given Out

An Appeal Tribunal 

Tho next tribunal is called an ap- 
veal tribunal and is composed of on 
judge of any court to be designated 
xy the chief justice of the province 
where the appeal is entered. All ap- 
plicants for exemption and any one 
tuthorized by the militia department 
‘as free right of appeal to this appeal 
wribunal. 

Central Appen! Judge. 

Above the appeals tribuna’: 
throughout al Ithe provinces there i: 
t central appeal judge. This centra 
ppeal judge is to be chosen from th« 
resent supreme court of Canada. He 
is to determine by regulation the con 
ditions upon which appeal may be 
made to him. Provision is made fo: 
sroviding assistance to other judge: 
tor the central appeal judge on his re 
commendation. The exemption pro 
visions alm at being fair and impartia 
ind what {s not less important, th: 
iniform application of the exemptio: 
lauses throughout the whole of th: 
Doménion. 

Will Get Expenses, 

Persons chosen to be members of o 
ocal tribunal are evidently to be paki 
xpenses but are not to receive emo 
ument, This should make for the ap 
sointment of men of high characte: 
ind standing anxicus to do public 
ervice at this time. They are pro- 
ected from all liability so long as they 
ict in good faith. They are further- 
nore compelled to perform their du 
ties {f appointed, unless released fron 
heir obligation by the authority 
which appoints them, 

A rogistrar, is.to be appointed fo: 
sach province, whose duty it will be tc 
‘ecelve appeals and allocate them by 
districts for the convenience of the 
chief justice in the selection and allo 
sation of the appeal tribunals. 

Exemptions Conditional, 

Certificates of exemption that may 
be granted are evidently intended tc 
be in the main, conditional certificates 
Men may be exempted for a Imitee 
ime or pending the happening of 
some event, They nimy also in prope 
cases be placed in the class next ir 
order and required to report for duty 
when such olass {s called. Application 
for exemption may be made by on 
person on beha!f of another and ma} 
be made to any loca Itribunal In th: 
province where the applicant resides 
A local tribunal, once chosen, how 
ever, by an applicant, cannot be after 
ward changed. 

Exemptions as in Britain 

Those exempted wholly from the 
‘peration of the bill are practically 
he same as was the case in Great 
Iritain. They consiat of men form- 
ng part of His Majesty's regular or 
‘eserve forces nnd of men in the Royal 
savy, Royal Marines, or the naval 
service and of men who have already 
erved on the allies’ side in the pres- 
+nt war and received an honorable 
lischarge., 

There are alro excepted, ciergy and 
ninisters of religion and certain men:. 
‘erg of the Mennonites and Douho 
‘ors promised exemption by the Do- 
ninion in 1873 and 1888. 

When the class to which any mar 
helongs is called out, each member of 
‘hat class becomes a member of the 
militia, subject, of course, to his right 
to apply for exemption.

Winnipeg, June 11 Evidently the 
long drought is broken, and while 
there-are many points that have not 
pet had rains and some that ahve net 
nad sufficient, the fact that rain has 
fallen at points south, west, centre 
and north in the province is sufficient 
to give reasonable hope that the much 
needed June rains have set in, 

There ig not, as yet, any lack of 
subsurface moisture, and a very little 
rain at this time will do immense 
good, Where crops have been frozen 
down, What was most needed was a 
good shower to start them again, and 
this has now come to many places, 
and many others report promise of 
rain, Up to the present no serious 
loss has occurred, but the feeling of 
apprehension is daily growing, and 
any continued delay in rain coming 
would certainly mean loss.

Hon, Frank Oliver (Edmonton): 
Mr. Speaker, I desire to ask leave to 
move the adjournment of the House 
under Rule 89, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a matter of urgent public 
importance, namely, the lifting of the 
rails of the Grand Trunk Pacific ral)- 
way west of Edmonton, now In prog- 
ress, 

And leave having been granted, 

Hon, Frank Oliver; Mr, Spenker, al- 
though the subject matter of this 


motion relates to a part of the country 
very distant from the Capital, I hope 
it is not considered to be less impor - 
ant by the peopie of this part of 
Canada than {t is by enose in the part 
of Canada directly affected. This 
matter has been brought to my atten- 
tion by urgent telegrams, one from the 
Jasper Park Collieries, which I read to 
the House yesterday, and the other 
from the secretary of the board of 
trade of the town of Edson, Both the 
Jasper Park Collierles and the town 
of Edson are very intimately and dl- 
rectly affected by the action now he- 
ing taken, It is nearly six months 
since notico was first given in the 
newspapers that the government In- 
tended taking this action, That an- 
houncement naturally aroused consid- 
erable interest, especially amongst the 
people most directly affected. When 
the House was convened in January I 
took the liberty of asking my friend 
the minister of railways (Mr. Coch- 
rane) if such action were contemplat- 
ed, and was informed by him, if I re- 
member correctly, that tt was not. 
The people then rested easy and were 
satisfied that no such action was In- 
tended, so that it was a shock to them 
to learn that it was definitely and de- 
liberately intended that the means of 
communication upon which they de- 
pended, the existerke of which alone 


made it possible for them to be where 
they were and to do business, were 
about to be taken from them without 
consideration of any kind whatever, 


and without information to the pub- 


lic or to the ‘parliament of this coun- 
try. While T do not wish to speak in 
a controversial tone on this occasion, 
Jam bound to say that I do not think 


ft right that this country of Canada 
and the people of Canada should be 
governed in that way. Surely when, 
for good or bad reason, it Is intended 
by the government of the country to 


absolutely destroy the value of the 
property owned by citizens of this 
counvry, to take from them the returns 


upon the time they have employed tn 
their present location, the least that 
these people and the country at large 
are entitled to is information as to 
how, when and why, andythe reasons 
for such action in absolute detail. 
This house of commons, representing 
the people of this copntry, are entit- 
led to that information at the hands 
of this government. I am sorry to say 
that when I brought the matter to the 
attention of the hon. minister yester- 
day in the terms of a most urgent 
telegram from an enterprise that de- 
pends upon its business for its pro- 
fits and to which a delay of only one 
day means a very considerable loss, I 
was given very little satisfaction, This 
house and this country are entitled to 
more than a general statement that 
this company is going to be taken care 
of; it is entitled to know how this 
company is going to be taken care 
of and when it 1s going to be taken 
care of, The amount of money that ts 
invested in this enterprise Is suffictent- 
ly great to mean that a large number 
of citizens are affected, and every man 
knows that in the case of on industrial 
enterprise of this character, any ac- 
tion that has the effect of discrediting 
that enterprise certainly must have an 
injurious effect upon the investment of 
capital in it. So the least the govern- 
ment can do when it is taking such 
action is, by giving the fullest pos- 
aible information at the earliest pos- 
sible date, to minimize the loss by 
eliminating uncertainty. The Jasper 
Park Collierles is an enterprise which 
was undertaken at the time of the 
construction of the Grand Trunk raifl- 
way. The collieries are located abso- 
utely on the line of the ral way, They 
are most conveniently situated. The 
coal is of a character suitable for loco- 
motive purposes and the enterprise of 
the collieries is absolutely dependent 
upon the enterprise of the railway, 
partly for the coal sold to the railway 
company for use In fts locomotives, 
and partly by reason of the facilities 
afforded by the railway for the trans- 
portation of coal to other customers, 

Mr. Pugsley: Is the colliery on the 
main Ilne? 

Mr. Oliver: On the main line of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway. It is 
so fortunately situated that in the ear- 
Mer stages of development it was pos- 
sible to chute the coal down into the 
ears of the railway company. There 
is no doubt that the convenience of 
location was in a large measure the 
inducement to people to invest their 
money tn the enterprise, and when this 
government, in broad, general terms, 
announces that as a part of its policy 
those rails are to be torn up and does 
not vouchsafe to this House or any 
one else any suggestion as to wh&t is 
being done in the matter, I say it ts 
deliberately undertaking to wreck an 
important industrial enterprise in the 
province of Alberta; and that is not 
the business of any government, no 
matter who ts its leader or who com- 
pose it. 

This subject has been before the 
public in the eastern press for a con- 
siderable period, and in order that this 


house may understand the facts, I 
shall have to ask the liberty of tres- 
passing for a few months to ex- 
plain the actual situation. I have 


Been statements in the press that for 
two or three hundreds miles the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway were duplicated actual- 
ly, occupying the same territory, and 
without any reason for two lines of 
railway. In this particular case 

want to say that the Jasper Park Col- 
Meries are situated at the foot of 
Mount Miette, one of the outer chain 
of the Rockies, on the south side of 
the Athabasca river, It 1s the valley 
of the Athabasca river that forms the 
eastern part of what is generally 
known as the Yellowhead pass, which 
gives entrance from the prairies into 
the mountains from the east side, It 
i eee 
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happens that the Athabasca river at 
that point is spread into a lake, or ra- 
ther a series of lakes, Jasper lake and 
Brule lake, so it is not a matter mere- 
ly of crossing the river, if there Is to be 
communication across the river, but 
a matter of bridging several miles, 
which, of course, would be quite im- 
possible. These Jakes run for a length 
of a little over thirty miles, and it 
happens that the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific goes up on the one side of these 
lakes and the Canadian Northern rail- 
way on the other, so that when the 
Grand Trunk track Is taken away, as 
it is being taken away, there is no 
question that the Jasper Park Col- 
lieries are left absolutely in the air, 


Commercially, they might as well be 
in Palestine, as where they are, 1 
have seen the snggestion that where 
the government is going to tear up 
the Grand Trunk Pacific tracks—and 
where they are needed, if you please— 
the rails are to be replaced by Cana- 
dian Northern ralls that are to be 
taken up. The Canadian Northern 
runs for thirty odd miles on one side 
of the Athabasca river and the lakes, 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific on the 
other. The Jasper Park collieries are 
on the south side, and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific depends largely on 
these collierfes for its supply of fuel. 
Collieries are being developed on the 
other side of the lake, one set by the 
Canadian Northern and another by 
the Jasper Park Collieries company 
so that no one line of railway can by 
any possibility develop the coul pro- 
perties on each side of the Athabasca 
valley in that stretch of the road. 
When the proprietors of the Jasper 
Park Collierles see the track being 
taken up they are told in a most inde- 
finite way that they are going to be 
taken care of-—-though they know that 
the removal of thé Canadian Northern 
tracks on the other side would leayo 
the collieries there in exactly the same 
position, I submit that the answer 
given to the question of the Jasper 
Park Collieries Company regarding 


the removal of these rails is not by 
any means satisfactory. 
I have received telegrams not only 


from the Jasper Park Colliertes, but 
also from the town of Edson, which 
is a divisional point on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific rallway, 130 miles west 
of Edmonton. It is the starting point 
of a pfovincial wagon road to Grande 
Prairie, and It has roundhouses and 
all the equipment of a divisional 
point. Two branch railroads com- 
municate with coul mines west of Ed- 
son, su that Edson takes care of the 
traffic not only on the main line, but 
on these two branches which form a 
junction with the main line a little 
west of the town, at a place called 
Bickerdike—which makes the hon. 
member tor St. Lawrence, Montreal, 
famous. The population of Edson ts 
600. The assessed value of the land 
in the town fs $1,000,000; its public 
buildings are worth $100,000, and 
other buildings $250,000, It has a de. 
benture debt of $80,000. Surrounding 
the town of Edson {s a rural munici- 
pality with 800 voters and with an 
assessment of $283,000. Beyond the 
municipality is a settlement which tn- 
cludes over 3,000 people, who settied 
there In the express understanding and 
belief that they were to have the ben- 
efit of the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way as their means of communica- 
tion. While there are portfons of the 
line between Edmonton and ‘ote 
Jaune Cache where the two railways 
are very close together, for a distance 
east and west of Edson amounting 
to 36 miles, the railroads are not close 
together, The distance varies in some 
places from three to eight miles; at 
Edson the distance between the two 
lines {s four miles, a tamarack and 
spruce swamp occupying the greater 
part of the intervening area, It ts true 
that this swamp has been corduroyed 
by the Provincial government, but it is 
not a satisfactory road, and cannot, 
without the expenditure of an enor- 
mous amount of money, be made a 
satisfactory road to those people who 
settled in Edson or north, northeast, 
or northwest of Edson, depending on 
the railroad to Edson as @heir means 
of communication, If these Grand 
Trunk Pacific rails are taken up the 
settlers must go four miles further 
through a tamarack swamp tn order 
to reach railway communication, Not 
only the town of Edson, but the 
sidings of Yates, Wolf Creek, Rose- 
vear, Peers, Otley, Niton and Mackay, 
and the settlements tributary to them, 
north of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
track, will be affected. All the set- 
tlers in these places will be unwar- 
rantedly, unjustifiedly and unneces- 
sarily incommoded by the removal of 
these tracks. Their property will be 
depreciated in value and in some cases 
absolutely destroyed; the time that 
they have put in will be largely wast- 
ed because of the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in removing that railway 
track. If it is the purpose to take 
up the Canadian Northern rails and 
carry them over to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific the condition ts very much 
the same, though not quite so bad, 
because the Canadian Northern was 
built at a later date. But the large 
Carrot Creek settlement on the Cana- 
dian Northern line will be left in just 
the same position as the settlements 
‘Mong the Grand Trunk Pacific, Tol- 
lerton, a divisional point of the Cana- 
dian Northern railway, where there 
is every facility for transacting the 
business of an important transcon- 
tinental ratlway, will be in the same 
position as Edson. In the case of 
the Jasper Park collieries, the town 
of Edson and adjoining settlements, 
the removal of the Grand Trunk 
tracks, unless they are replaced, 
means fn some cases ruin and tn all 
cases An enormous depreciation in the 
value of the property and of the earn- 
ings of the people affected, The 
course taken by the government is 
without cause or reason from any 
point of view except the desire and 
intention to wreck, physically, the 
reat transcontinental railway enter- 
prise of Canada, as they have already 
wrecked It financially, 


It has been given out that not much 
traffic is going over these railroads; 
that thelr construction was not war- 
ranted, It is true that conditions have 
arisen since the roads were projected 
that were not contemplated and that 
a8 & Consequence these railroads, like 
many other enterprises in Canada, 
have been tnjuriously affected. But 
at present there are passing over the 
Grand Trunk Pacific twelve passenger 
trains a week, equal to anything on 
the continent of America In the ac- 
commodation offered, and forty-four 
relght traiag a week. 

I have not the figures in regard 
to the Canadian Nerthern, but I pre- 
}*ume that In a given time there are 
| more trains running over the Cana- 
dtin Northern than are running over 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, and I’ sub- 
mit that when these roads show that 
quantity of traffic under present con- 
ditions, tt is not fair, nor r asonable, 
nor patriotic, nor in accordance with 
common sense, to go deliberately to 
work and physically to wreck one 
or both of these roads absolutely with- 
out any possible reason, 

Just a few words, if I may, tn re- 
gard to the length of line involved 
and to the argument that these raile

Speech Delivered in House of Commons on the Question by 
Hon. Frank Oliver, Member for Edmonton. 


afc for them both? There fa ne 
wore trafile for them both than ther 
s for these roads west of Edmonton, 
But one ts the Canadian Northern and 
the other the Canadian Pacific, and 
you must not lay hands on the Ark of 
God, 

Mr Hagen—Which. one is that? 

Mr. Oliver—I could not make the 
distinction, The Canadian Pacific has 
a double track from Port Arthur easte 
ward, They were going to double 
track It all the way to Montreal, and 
they got it partially completed before 
the slump came before the war. Then 
they ceased construction, and the rails 
of that double track road are lying 
there still, The taking up of those 
rails would not affect injuriously the 
interests of any private citizen, It 
would, of course, be to the disadvan- 
tage of the Canadian Pacific, but the 
Canadian Pacific has other lines, and 
I submit that until they find it neces- 
sary to double track all the way 
through, that portion of the road is of 
minor importance and of minor use- 
fulness. But we do not lay hands on 
the Canadian Pacific. It seems that 
the rails of the Canadian Pacific are 
bored a little differently from the rail, 
of the Grand Trunk, although both a 
of the same quality and weight of 
steal, 


The Canadian Northern and the 
Canadian Pacific are parallel from the 
fout of Kamloops Lake to Yale in Brit- 
4h Columbia, a distance of over 100 
miles, Does the presence of those two 
roads increase the development of that 
part of the country? Why no one who 
has ever gone through that section 
would ever suggest such an absurdity. 
is there ao much traftic over these two 
voads that one road cannot carry it 
all? That ig not true, either. IL am 
reminded also that from Port Arthur 
.o Nipigon the Canadian Northern and 
Vanadian Pacific are parallel, and the 
Canadian Pacific is double-tracked for 
that distance if I am not mistaken. 
here ‘a no development there, and no 
possibility of development here or 
nereafter, now or in the future, So 1 
say the conclusion is absolutely irresia- 
tible that this attack upon the Granu 
srunk west of Edmonton fs simply an 
attack upon the enterprise, and is 
made not with regard to the interests 
of the British Government and not in 
-he interesta of winning the war, It is 
not fair dealing as between the people 
shat are affected, and the people that 
would be affected by the lifting of 
cails in other parts of the country. But 
vecause these rails are out in Alberta 
or in the Rocky Mountains, because 
they are not in the great province of 
Ontario, it does not matter. I hope we 
have a House of Commons here that is 
a House of Commons for Canada, and 
not a House of Commons for any one 
»rovince of Canada; a House of Com- 
mons that realizes that the growth of 
Canada depends upon the growth of 
every part.of this country and that 
connection through the Rocky Moun- 
tains by the best possible pass is an 
absolutely necessary factor in the de- 
velopment of this country both easi 
and west of the mountains. 


We are told that these tracks must 
be torn up in order to win the war; 
that these rails are required in France, 
and therefore they must be taken up 
at once because rails cannot be got 
anywhere else. Now, first of all, Iam 
going to make an assertion and it is 
this; the rails that have already been 
taken "p on the 300 miles of the east- 
ern part of the Transcontinental are 
not yet in France, nor is there any 
possibility of their being in France 
for a very considerable period, If ratls 
are wanted in France, I ask you, Sir, 
and I ask this House, if they cannot 
be got, just as rails can be got to ba 
used on roads In the Dominion of Can- 
ada. A short time ago I asked this 
question: 

1. Are rails for renewal purposes 
now required on the Intercol«nial rail- 
way? 

2. Will the rails 60 required, in all 
or in part, be rolled at Sydney or Sault 
Ste. Marle, under arrangements with 
the Imperial Munitions Board? 

Mr. Cochrane: 

1, Yea, 

2. To be rolled at Sydney. 

Now, If rails can be rolled at Syd- 
ney for the Intercolonial, I fancy they 
can be roled at Sydney for use in 
France, if it is desired to roll them at 
that point. But never mind about 
Sydney. There are on the other side 
of the line enormous plants for the 
production of railway material, includ- 
ingrails and every man knows that it 
is only a question of price whether 
those rails can be procured or not, If 
the price of rails today is $40 a ton, 
and rails cannot be got at that money, 
is there anybody who will say that 
they could not be g&t for $80 a ton on 
the other side of the line? 

Mr. R. B. Bennett—Yes. 

Mr. Oliver: Because anybody who 
says so certainly is not paying due re- 
gard to the facts, 

Mr. R. B. Bennett: They cannot be 
got for less than $100 a ton. 

Mr. Oliver: My hon, friend has my 
answer already, I saw in yesterday's 
papers that the Russian Govérnment 
is able to make a contract with firme 
in the United States for supplying 50¢ 
locomotives, Cou'd not they have 
made a contract for an equal value of 
steel rails if they had paid the price? 
I think they could. My hon. friend 
mentions $100 a ton. I ask you, Sir, 
will $100 a ton pay the damages to 
the Grand Trunk Rallway company, 
to my constituents, and to the people 
of Canada, resulting from the tearing 
up of these tracks? I say it will not 
begin to pay it, and an honest endeny- 
or to do the best that could be done 
to help the war in France wou!d have 
caused this government to secure 
those rails from the United States at 
whatever price was necessary rather 
than tear up the ralls in our owr 
country, thereby discommoding our 
own people, discrediting our own en 
terprise, and in the end charging the 
British government two or three time: 
as much as they should have paid. 

There are railways being bullt ir 
Canada today and there are many 
more that ought to be bullt. Rails are 
being laid now on a road 300 miles 
in length from Edmonton to Fort Mc- 
Murray, were laid during the winter 
and are being laid today. These rails 
were purchased somewhere, and I do 
not imagine that the management of 
that road have more rescurces with 
which to buy rai's than has this gov- 
ernment. The government is engaged 
in the construction of a railway on ite 
own account, the Hudson Bay railway 
We have been told that they have 
slackened construction on that road 
that they are not going to push {t toa 
finish. Well, if they are not going to 
push it to a finish, and at an early day 
too, I will ask these hon. gentlemen 
of what use under heaven are these 
rails that have already been faid, or 
the raile that are piled up ready to 
be used, but which wi'l not be used? 
Iam a supporter of the H, B, Ry: 
T belleve that that road should be 
pushed to completion, and pushed te 
completion at the earliest day. But tf 
the government is not going to use 
these ral's for the Hudson Bay road 
and ts not going to finish the road 
then why not use these rai's instead 
of tearing up the ratte of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific west of Edmonton,

roads parallel eachother unnecessar- 
ily, The paralleling exists between 
Edmonton and. Tete Jaune Cache, the 
western outlet of tha pass, the total 
distance being 400 miles, Of those 400 
miles, the country for the first two 
hundred miles from Edmonton west, 
although {t is not exactly prairie 
country, 1s outside the mountains, 
but for the 200 miles from the point 
where the two roads enter the Atha- 
basca Valley to Tete Jaune Cache 
where they leave the Fraser Valley 
ang divide, one going to Prince Ru- 
pest at the northern point of the coast 
line of British Columbla and the 
other going to Vancouver at its south- 
ern point, these railroads are travers- 
ing the only route that they could 
possibly traverse having regard to the 
point of starting and the point of des- 
tination. Therefore while I do not 
wish to introduce any question of 
policy, particularly in regard to the 
location of these roads, it must be 
remembered that the general policy of 
their location is put forward os an 
excuse for dealing with them as it is 
proposed to deal with them now. I 
have already pointed out that for $6 
miles of the first 60 miles from Ed- 
monton west, one road can not possi- 
bly serve the interests that the other 
road serves, and for the first seventy 
miles from Edmonton west, the gov- 
ernment are 60 well satisfied that one 
road can not serve the interests that 
the other serves, that they do not 
purpose interfering with it, so that the 
paralleling between Edmonton and 
the entrance to the Jasper Pass is 
reduced to a very small amount, cer- 
tainly not worth the while of the 
government to tear up that portion 
of the road unless they simply wanted 
to do that. From the entrance to the 
pass on the Athabasca to the exit 
of the pass On the Fraser river the dis- 
tance is about 200 miles, and/the rail- 
roads must take either that pass or 
other passes which would net be so 
suitable to their purposes, having re- 
gard to their starting point and destin- 
ation, and would not serve the inter- 
ests of the people of Canada so well. 
From Edmonton to Winnipeg, a dis- 
tance of 800 miles, that great country, 
to the deevlopment of which Canada 
looks for its ultimate future and which 
is traversed by three parallel lines of 
railway with branches in both direc- 
tions, with over 100 miles of tributary 
settlement north of these lines and 
100 mies of tributary settiement 
south for a great part of the distance, 
can be served to better advantage by 
railways through the Jasper pass by 
reason of its gradients and geographi- 
cal location than by rallways through 
any other possible pass in the moun- 
tains, Therefore, I maintain that 
whether these railroads are together 
or far apart, the great fact that they 
are rendering the best possible service 
to the prairie country on the one side 
of the mountain and that they are 
siving the largest possible develop- 
ment to the country on the other side 
of the mountain is ample and suf- 
ficient justification fér their location 
where they are and for their being 
left exactly where they are. 


In answer to quostiona that I have 
asked it hes been stated that the rea- 
son why these rcails Enve been taken 
‘nstend of rails in other parts of Can- 
ada was becauee the Government, hay- 
ing alread~ taken rails from the east- 
‘rn section of the Transcontinental, 
Giust necessarily send only rails of th: 
same kind and character if the service 
that fs intended is to be fulfilled. 
Would I bo pardoned if I eaid that 
such a statement was the absoluu 
acme of absurdity? These railroads 
are to be bullt in France, and the rai 
of the railways of France do not coin 
cide with those of the railways of Eng- 
land nor with those of the railways of 
Canada any more than the rails of the 
Canadian Northern railway coincide 
with those of the Grand Trunk Pacific; 
and so, when It is asserted that rails 
of equal quality and equal weight 
must be taken because we have al- 
read sent some of the rails of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, I can only es 
that such a reason being Biven dis- 
closes the purpose in view in the ac- 
tion that has been taken, 


The Canadian Northern and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific parallel each 
other for those 400 miles, When the 
rails and ties are taken up the road 
is wrecked; the grades must deterior 
ate; the bridges must Go out; the cul- 
verts must become useless, and the 
enormous expenditure made upon the 
construction of that road is lost. I 
have nothing to é6ay againgt the Can- 
adian Northern or their enterprise, but 
it 1s a matter of fact that in the con- 
struction of their railway west of Ed- 
monton, while they have used tdent- 
ically the same weight and duality of 
rails as the Grand Trunk Pacific, they 
have not built the came character of 
roadbed, The Grand Trunk Pacific 
roadbed has cost a great deal more 
per mile than the Canadian Northern 
roadbed has cost. The Grand/Trunk 
Pacific railway is built on the principle 
of cutting out curvature and change of 
level wherever that can be accom- 
plished; the Canadian Northern rail- 
way Js built on the principle of takin 
advantage of curvature at.d change of 
level wherever they can be taken ad- 
vantage of to the benefit of that com- 
pany as they understand it, 6o that 
the Government, in making their 
cholce as to whfch rails shall be taken 
up, have seen fit to lift the rails from 
the line that cost the most money and 
that {s admittedly the best road, and 
to leave the rails on the line that 4: 
admittedly not as good a road and 
that admittedly did not cost nearly as 
much money, I am informed in an- 
swer to my questions that the British 
Government will have to pay for those 
rails; that they ill have to pay for 
the damages that have been incurred 
as a result of the rails being taken up. 
The suggestion is that they are going 
to pay my constituents for damages 
resulting to them from the picking up 
of these railroad tracks. My constitu. 
ents will have a great chance of col- 
lecting damages at the hands of this 
Government under those circumstan- 
ces, but I say in fairness to the British 
Government, if there had been any 
fairness in this matter, surely the 
Canadian Northern rails would have 
been lifted and not those of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific; but the Grand Trunk 
rails have been lifted, and not the 
“anadian Northern,

rails to send across to France, when 
we have duplicate lines running 
through to the seaboard right here in 
this fair province of Ontario?
